2. Claims 1 -1 1 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The best prior 
art of record, Barringer et al. (US 6,785,133 B2), and Chong, Jr. et al. (US 6,377,471 

B1 ), taken alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest a redundant power 
supply cable-lessly connected to a motherboard having a connection component, 
comprising: a rear panel disposed at a rear side of a power supply, including a first 
component being inserted cable-lessly with the rear side of the power supply in a first 
direction; and a second component being received by the connection component of the 
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motherboard in a second direction perpendicular to the first direction as set forth in 
claims 1 and 11. Claims 2-10 are dependent claims from claim 1.
